proved that during such a trip a man not 
only could survive, but also work ef- 
ficiently. 

The two major technical barriers 
which remain to be conquered before such 
a flight could be made, the Colonel said, 
are development of a sufficiently power- 
ful rocket vehicle and assuring the suc- 
cessful re-entry of that vehicle into the 
earth’s atmosphere, 

The Russians, he said, “are slightly 
ahead of us in the development of ve- 
hicles, in view of the Sputnik launching, 
but we are well ahead on the human fac- 
tors side.”

A Marine Corps selection board has 
chosen 684 first lieutenants—nearly 400 
more than were named by the Fiscal 
Year 1957 board—for advancement to 
permanent captain.

Included in the number named by this 
year’s board were 661 unrestricted and 
23 limited duty officers. 

The 855-man promotion unrestricted 
zone extended from ist Lt. Ralph W.

1957 Combined Lineal List. When the Ma- 
rine Corps first announced convention of 
the board, the junior man in the zone 
was ist Lt. Kenneth J. Skipper, No. 1301.

self, has been subjected to a force of 
40 G's. 

If properly restrained, he said, a man 
should be able to take a force of 30 G's 
for two-tenths of a second or less. This 
force is much more than he would have 
to endure in space flight. 

Strong research support is still neces- 
sary, he emphasized. “If we get the proper 
support for required research, we are 
well ahead of the Russians on the human 
factors side either in an orbital flight or 
going to the moon.” 

When asked what he thought about 
Russia’s original Sputnik, the Colonel 
said that “in the course of probabilities 
the Russians were bound to come up with 
something first. How wonderful it was 
something as harmless as Sputnik!” 

“Tf the Sputnik launching serves to 
spur our research,” he said, “we may 
gain more than the Russians.” 





High-Flying Major 
Volunteers For Space 


Maj. David G. Simons, USAF, who re- 
cently set the world's altitude record for 
manned balloon flight, has offered to be 
the first man to enter outer space. 

In his record-making flight, the Major 
flew to an altitude of 102,000 feet, above 
99.5 per cent of the earth’s atmosphere. 

During his flight Major Simons was 
subjected to many of the hazards which 
the first space-man will encounter, in- 
cluding radiation dangers, rarified at- 
mosphere and a prolonged period of soli- 
tude. Much of the equipment he wore 
was designed as text models of future 
space gear. 

According to Col. John P. Stapp, 
USAF, Chief of the Aero Medical Field 
Laboratory, Holloman AFB, N. Mex., 
“Major Simons’ flight proved that he 
could survive and be efficient in an arti- 
ficial environment exactly as would be 
required for a flight to the moon.” 

Major Simons is Chief of the Holloman 
Laboratory’s Space Biology Branch. He 
is married and has four children. 





President Backs Pay 
Raise, Budget Boost 


President Eisenhower’s’' statement 
about the necessity for a military pay 
raise, as reported in THE JOURNAL, 2 Nov., 
was contained in an exchange with Ray- 
mond P. Brandt of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch during a White House press 
conference on 30 Oct. 

The President also gave his views on 
next year’s military budget. 

Here is the exchange: 

Mr. Brandt—Mr. President, the word 
has gone out that you are trying to keep 
the defense budget to $38 billion for this 
year and for next fiscal year. 

The President—You mean, what we are 
spending now? 

Mr. Brandt—Spending. This is ex- 
penditure, Now, if the expenditures in 
the next fiscal year are kept at $38 bil- 
lion will there not be a real reduction in 
men and hardware? 

The President—-The—-when the $38 bil- 
lion figure was hit upon, it was not by 
any manner of means a sacrosanct fig- 
ure, and it was a figure that was brought 
back to this country by the Chiefs of 
Staff when they went to Puerto Rico, 
maybe two years ago, two-and-a- 
half years ago, as representing their 
opinion of the minimum sum needed to 
carry on necessary programs. Since that 
time there has been a rise in prices. 

There is facing the military, like there 
is others, a necessary raise—I mean, like 
the other Governmental departments—a 
necessary raise in wages. 

Now, already this year, the expendi- 
tures for this year, Secretary (of De- 
fense) McNeil—

Language School Celebrates Birthday; 
Orange Crates To Closed T.V. Circuit

HE Army Language School, which 

opened 1 November 1941 at the Pres- 
idio of San Francisco with spartan equip- 
ment that included orange crates for 
tables, celebrated its 16th birthday with 
opening of a $1,200,000 classroom build- 
ing here that includes provision for the 
latest in trainings aids—closed circuit 
television. 

The Far Eastern Language Division 
occupies the new building—another one 
is planned—with 79 classrooms and an 
auditorium that has a projection room 
and four glass booths for multiple trans- 
lation, similar to that used at the United 
Nations. 

Also newly completed is a $680,000 stu- 
dent dormitory for 440 military men, 
which commands a sweeping view of the 
Monterey Bay and the adjacent moun- 
tains. 

Plans are just about set for construc- 
tion of the ALS T.V. Station, which will 
make it possible for transmittal of a 
training film in five different languages 
simultaneously. 

A school-fabricated radio and sound 
recording activity, under Mr. Thomas 
Ozamoto, a former instructor of Japanese 


who has been at ALS for 11 years, pro- 
vides the instructors in 28 languages 
with ingenious training aids. 

These include standard U. S. Army 
training films with the English sound- 
track replaced by multi-lingual audio. 

Some of the films, used by beginners, 
have sound tracks that are considerably 
dominant over the background noises of 
the training exercise. Other films, how- 
ever, which are used by advanced stu- 
dents have the sound diminished in favor 
of more emphasis on the sounds of the 
training activities. 

In some of the sound recordings used 
in the classrooms, there is deliberate 
garbling and jamming to give authentic 
experience to students. 

Thus, a soldier student translating a 
German broadcast suddenly is confronted 
by a run of words in Spanish, or by static 
conditions which may permit him to get 
only one word in 10. 

Mr. Ozamoto and his staff have avail- 


able hundreds of thousands of feet of film | 


and sound tapes. 

The film and sound library includes 
one production in English. 

That’s the series of bugle calls, which 
are piped over the loudspeakers through- 
out the Presidio.

The 487 instructors, of whom 140 
are in the Russian Department, en- 
courage classroom jokes as a means 
of relaxing tension but more impor- 
tantly as a device for promoting easy- 
going and natural conversation. Po- 
tential raconteurs must abide by only 
one rule, and that is the ban on use 
of English in any of the classrooms. 


The rigorous study program for the 
Army Language School students—no 
distinction whatsoever is made _ be- 
tween officers and enlisted men—is 
anything but a joke. 


Students attend classes from 0800 
to 1100 and 1300-1600. That means six 
hours each day of formal instruction. 
On the average, a student must also 
spend another three hours each day in 
homework, or a total of 45 hours 
weekly. 

Many of the courses are of six 
months duration, such as the Romance 
languages. The full Russian course 
takes a year. Chinese, Japanese and 
Korean require 18 months. 

Attrition for academic reasons is 7 
per cent. 

“When I came here just 10 years ago 
in November 1947 to teach Russian 
Class No. 1,” says Chairman Alex- 
ander Albov of the Russian Depart- 
ment, “I had a great doubt in my mind 
whether it would be possible to teach 
soldiers such a difficult language. Now 
after 69 classes, I am proud to say 
that the program is a huge success. 
Many of our students are able to speak 
Russian completely without an ac- 
cent.” 

Chairman Albov, a onetime United 
Press correspondent in the Balkans, 
spoke enthusiastically of the achieve- 
ments of the School’s 100-voice Rus- 
sian Choir Under direction of Nicholas 
Vorrobiov. 

The ALS Russian choir this week- 
end was in San Francisco to give a 
concert that would benefit Russian 
soldiers who were wounded in WWI 
and who now live in the United States, 
receiving benefits from no govern- 
ment. 

The faculty in the Russian Depart- 
ment also includes Dr. Constantin 
Rybine, a onetime comrade-in-arms of 
Soviet Defense Minister Rodion Y. 
Malinovsky. Dr. Rybine served with 
Marshal Malinovsky when the latter 
was a No. 2 machine gunner with the 
2d Regiment of General Lochvitzky’s 
Brigade in France during World War 
L 


The Russian instructors have or- 
ganized a faculty quartet, led by Mi- 
chael Chordar, who is also a com- 


poser, and including three former 
opera singers. The Russian faculty 
also has included a former lieutenant 
general, a former Commander-in-Chief 
of Lithuania’s Armed Forces, dentists, 
doctors, lawyers and a pathologist who 
worked with the famed Pavlov. 


The Russian instructors take turns 
in translating each mid-morning the 
latest wire service news dispatches 
for the 1240 PX broadcasts. 


These broadcasts bring to the stu- 
dents fresher news than available in 
the morning papers. Frequently, the 
newscasts stimulate discussions on 
latest developments, such as the Cali- 
fornia political scene, in Russian of 
course, and sometimes loud enough to 
disturb the bridge players, bidding and 
doubling in Russian. 


To point up the military application 
of the instruction, Chairman Albov 
and the School’s Public Information 
Officer, Mr. John Zierold—himself a 
soldier graduate of the Russian course, 
invited the Journal reporter to watch 
an interrogation exercise.

Lieutenant Leonov, actually PFC 
James Falen, arrogantly refused to 
answer questions at first, then was 
brought around by sympathetic ques- 
tioning, to tell—all in Russian—about 
the activities of his unit. Lieutenant 
Leonov, sensing an opportunity for a 
reward, concluded the interview with 
a request for something to drink. 


Lieutenant Posey asked in English, 
which was translated by Private Good- 
year, if Lieutenant Leonov meant that 
he wanted a glass of water. The an- 
swer came back through Private Good- 
year that the Russian lieutenant 
hardly thought that was fitting, what 
he wanted was vodka. 


Assurance was given that the thirsty 
lieutenant would get his vodka, where- 
upon he was marched off by a Rus- 
sian-speaking guard, PFC Herbert 
Poole, 19-year-old native of Pittsboro, 
N. C. He came to the Army Language 
School straight from high school. 


The interrogation exercise com- 
pleted, the band of U. S. Soldiers, 
jabbering in Russian, headed for the 
PX. THE JOURNAL reporter went along 
too, confident that he would get a cup 
of coffee instead of a hard-boiled egg 
because PIO Zierold and Chairman 
Albov were along to protect the visit- 
ing newsman from breaking the rule 
against use of English in the only Rus- 
sian PX this side of the Iron Cur- 
tain.

HE Commandant of the Army 

Language School, Col. Walter 
E. Kraus, Arty., USA, was grad- 
uated from the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy in 1929. 

He was sent to Spain in 1936 to 
study Spanish in preparation for 
duty as an instructor at West 
Point, Outbreak of the Spanish 
Civil War required completion of 
his studies in Paris. 


From 1937 until 1941, Colonel 
Kraus was an instructor in Span- 
ish at his alma mater. - 


From June 1941 until December 
1944, he served as Battalion Com- 
mander training men for overseas 
combat. In December 1944 he was 
ordered to Ft.

means airmen promotions must be chan- 
neled into needed and critical skill fields, 
he stated. 

General O’Donnell cited steps being 
taken to fill the great numbers of va- 
cancies existing in the highly skilled 
areas and experience ladders. They are: 
enlist and train new airmen, cross- 
train airmen from indirect support skills 
into the critically short highly skilled 
areas, and reenlist and upgrade junior 
airmen now serving in the direct support 
skills. 

The Air Force is planning to cross- 
train about 36,000 airmen into the more 
technical career field between now and 
the end of FY 1959, he added. 


TURNING TO THE OFFICER PRO- 
MOTION PICTURE, General O’Donnell 
pointed out that retirements of many 
World War II officers over the next four 
or five years will help relieve the “hump” 
problem which has held temporary field 
grade promotions to a reduced level. 

He added that the Air Force is able to 
promote regular officers in the perma- 
nent promotion system through the rank 
of lieutenant coolnel, regardless of va- 
cancies. 


ROPA promotion program recommen- 
dations have been submitted to DOD by 
the Air Force for legislative action to 
improve permanent promotion prospects 
for Reserve officers. 


THE RECENT MOVE to increase the 
obligated tour for new pilots from a 
three year contract to five years will 
prove advantageous, according to Gen- 
eral O’Donnell. Keeping these pilots an 
additional two years will permit reduc- 
tion of the pilot training program, boost 
the prospects of retaining them to about 
65 per cent instead of the current 35 per 
cent, and give the Air Force better util- 
ization of its pilots. 


Proposals to adjust the military pay 
system also were discussed by General 
O’Donnell, who said he felt sure that 
legislation in this area will receive posi- 
tive study and action in the coming ses- 
sion of Congress. This would, he added, 
answer many retention problems. 


He also said that the Air Force hopes 
to obtain legislation during the coming 
Congressional session on reserve reten- 
tion contracts, which would provide re-

nearly equal to the lump sum payments 
for Regular officers separated before re- 
tirement. 

THE FINAL ITEM of immediate con- 
cern to the Air Force discussed by Gen- 
eral O’Donnell was family housing. He 
stated the Air Force now owns or con- 
trols 61,026 existing housing units in the 
U. S., with 15,191 under construction and 
38,263 more planned. Of these, 12,692 are 
considered inadequate quarters sched- 
uled for correction. 

Two new funding programs are im- 
proving the housing situation overseas, 
he said. One is the Rental Guarantee 
arrangement assuring foreign sponsors 
that they will receive 95 per cent of the 
potential rental from housing they build. 
The other is the Surplus Commodity 
Program under which housing funds are 
obtained by selling surplus supplies to 
a foreign nation. So far, he said, the Air 
Force has been authorized $100,000,000 
of this money with which 5,776 housing 
units either have been built, are under 
construction or approved for construc- 
tion.

Hot Rod Policy 


This is the text of the Air Force policy 
statement concerning sports car and hot 
rod clubs: 

“Properly organized sports car, hot 
rod and other motor clubs which sub- 
scribe to worthwhile objectives can exert 
a beneficial influence on the national traf- 
fic scene and will be encouraged. 

“These clubs offer social and recrea- 
tional advantages and provide an outlet 
for automotive interests and enthusiasm. 


“To Air Force personnel in particular, 
they are valuable as a means of further- 
ing mechanical skills, knowledge and 
ingenuity, pride in the proper mainte- 
nance and operation of equipment, team- 
work, good sportsmaship and a competi- 
tive spirit. 

“Air Force commanders are encour- 
aged to support motor clubs whose ob- 
jectives are in consonance with these 
principles. 

“Constructive club activties should in- 
clude the fostering of driver education, 
improved vehicles, roads and traffic laws, 
and public safety measures. 


“The competitive instincts of club mem- 
bers should be encouraged and guided 
through contests of excellence in vehicle 
maintenance and appearance, economy 
runs and other performance events. 
Where Air Force clubs engage in speed 
contests, standards established for the 
event by approved control agencies will 
be met and all precautions taken to safe- 
guard competitors, spectators and prop- 
erty. 

“In certain instances, participation in 
contests of speed other than those spon- 
sored by an Air Force club maybe au- 
thorized by commanders on an individ- 
ual basis where the contest is conducted 
under the auspices of an approved agency 


and the personal competence of the in- 


dividual is assured.”

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Look Forward. We hope that the spate of 
Congressional investigations aroused by the 
Soviet Sputniks will concentrate on finding out 
our shortcomings and correcting them rather 
than on trying to make political capital out of 
pinning the blame on individuals or parties. 


Already three committees are poised to probe 
into our rocket and missile programs to find out 
why we so suddenly lost the lead we thought we 
had. The House Military Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee, under Representative George Mahon (D- 
Tex), has indicated that it will place particular 
emphasis on interservice rivalry. The House Gov- 
ernment Information Subcommittee likewise 
seems to feel that Service competition has barred 
the full exchange of research data between the 
Services. 


The third committee scheduled to go into the 
subject is the preparedness subcommittee of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. Fortunately, 
the chairman of this subcommittee, Senator Lyn- 
don Johnson (D-Tex), who is also the Senate Ma- 
jority Leader, has stated that his intention is not 
to find someone to blame for past failures, but 
rather to find out how we can overtake the Soviet 
Union and “when we are going to get going.” 

While the Sputniks demonstrated forcefully that 
we are behind Russia, the outlook is not entirely 
forlorn. Col. John P. Stapp, USAF, (see story on 
first page of this issue) is confident that our re- 
search into human factors involved in space flight 
has put us ahead in that area. Army Chief of 
Staff, General Maxwell D. Taylor, and Lt. Gen. 
Stanley R. Mickelsen, are confident that the 
Army’s efforts to develop an anti-missile missile 
are on the threshold of success and that the cost 
will not be prohibitive. Furthermore, as General 
Mickelsen pointed out, we should rid ourselves of 
the phobia that the intercontinental missile will 
be the ultimate weapon. There is no such thing, 
he declares. 

Two steps most certainly are necessary. First, 
all types of research, not in the missile field alone, 
must be stepped up in manpower and money. Any 
lag we now have can be attributed in large part 
to past lagging in research. It is noteworthy in 
this respect to recall that the Hoover Committee 
which wanted to cut defense expenditures along 
almost all lines, singled out research as the sole 
field in which it said we were not spending 
enough. Second, we must abandon the philosophy 
that balanced bookkeeping is preferable to sound 
and strong defenses. 


Marine Corps’ Anniversary. Wherever U. S. 
Marines are stationed throughout the world, 
Sunday, 10 November, will be observed as the 
182d anniversary of the day the first Continental 
Marine was recruited in Tun Tavern and the 
Corps formally organized. 


The Continental Marines served with distinc- 
tion throughout the American Revolution. In 
March 1776 they made their first successful land- 
ing operation—a raid on New Providence in the 
British Bahamas. Marines also participated in 
the first naval engagement of the war when the 
Alfred and the Cabot fought the British Glasgow. 
In this sea battle, as in other naval engagements 
of the Revolution, the Marines stationed them- 
selves in the tops and upper decks and swept 
the enemy with musket fire. A battalion of Ma- 
rines served with Washington’s army during the 
operations around Trenton in the winter of 
1776-77. 


After the revolution the naval establishment 
was permitted to decline and the Continental Ma- 
rines passed out of existence. When the Navy 
Department was set up, however, the U. S. Ma- 
rine Corps was organized by Act of 11 July 1798 
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and has been in continuous existence ever since. 

Through every war since, the U. S. Marine 
Corps has carried on its proud tradition and built 
a name known throughout the world. 

The Marine Corps was an early entry into the 
field of military aviation. Marine Aviation was 
officially born on 22 May 1912, when ist Lt. 
Alfred A. Cunningham reported to the U. S. Naval 
Academy for duty “in connection with aviation.” 
In this field the Corps has developed its own 
integrated system of air support for ground 
troops that has been the envy of the Army which

New Book Tells Marine

Navy Issues New Rule 
On Household Effects 


Any member of the Navy or Marine 
Corps who is entitled to ship household 
goods may make arrangements for ship- 
ping his household property at the most 
conveniently located activity within the 
Naval Establishment. 

In a message to all commands, J. Sin- 
clair Armstrong, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy. said that there are an appre- 
ciable number of Navy and Marine Corps 
personnel on duty at an activity of the 
other service or who are located closer 
to a household goods shipping activity 
of the sister service than to a shipping 
activity of their own service. 

The Secretary has authorized men in 
this category to make application for 
shipping at the closest station. The Navy 





or Marine Corps activity which receives 
such an application is required to make 
the necessary arrangements for packing, | 
crating, drayage, shipment and storage | 
of household effects. |

Army Paints New 
Look For Sports 


The Army has discontinued its All- 
Army Championship sport events in or- 
der to place greater emphasis on intra- 
mural sports. 

In making the announcement, the 
Army said the major policy change in its 
worldwide sports program is designed “to 
increase the emphasis on less profes- 
sional-like sports activities and give all 
personnel a chance to compete and par- 
ticipate at the lowest practicable level.” 

In boxing, golf and tennis, the Army 
will continue to provide teams for the 
1958 Interservice Championship competi- 
tion. Outstanding Army athletes also will 
continue to be picked to represent the 
United States in international competi- 
tions. 

Major commands, the Army said, will 
furnish outstanding athletes in various 
sports for participation in concentrated 
training programs at special training 
sites. The sites were not announced. 

The athletes singled out under the new 
plan will represent the Army in both in- 
terservice competition and in trials for 
the selection of U. S. teams in interna- 
tional competition. 

Post teams and command competitions 
are permitted to continue under the 
policy change, but the Army has advised 
its field commanders that such activities 
“should not be allowed to hurt the pri- 
mary objective of obtaining maximum 
participation in intramural sports.” 

The Army said it hopes the new pro- 
gram will encourage “a higher percent- 
age of individual participation in its 
worldwide sports program.”

look, General O’Donnell said, will be its 
ever-increasing need for high levels of 
professional interest and skill required 
for the effective maintenance and opera- 
tion of modern aircraft and guided mis- 
siles. 

Technicians in the missile age will 
need to have a new and additional as- 
sortment of skills and capacities, he said. 
They will require tremendously advanced 
technical knowledge, remarkable powers 
of concentration and highly developed 
responsiveness to control under a far- 
flung system of indirect supervision. 

General O’Donnell concluded by point- 
ing out that missiles will not supplant 
the Air Force’s flying units but will aug- 
ment them, and the Air Force must at- 
tract and hold the best people available 
to it to fly and maintain the aircraft and 
missile weapons of the Air Force in the 
future.

OAST GUARD supply operations in 
the 1st and 8th Districts soon may 
be turned over to the Navy. 

Studies are underway to bring about 
the consolidation of supply support under 
the joint program which, it has been de- 
termined, better fits operations under a 
peacetime economy and which will speed 
up combined logistic support in the event 
of war. 

The Navy said that early action is ex- 
pected in this latest move of a program 
which began in 1955 with the re-location 
of Coast Guard supply depots and cen- 
ters and transfer of supply support to 
Navy activities in the 3d, 9th and 13th 
Districts. 

In later agreements, the Navy assumed 
direct supply support of Coast Guard 
units for general stores materials in the 
5th, 6th, 10th, 11th, 12th and 14th Dis- 
tricts. 

In addition to releasing personnel en- 
gaged in supply activities and reducing 
the investment in general stores mate- 
rial, the move permitted the Coast Guard 
to release supply properties which had 
been leased from commercial sources. 

Since 1955, new direct support arrange- 
ments with the Coast Guard have been 
expanded to include more than general 
stores material support. The joint ar- 
rangement now provides that the Navy 
handles Coast Guard clothing, ordnance 
repair parts, ship repair parts, and some 
electronics and aeronautical material. 

The joint agreement has resulted in 
an annual saving of $420,000 per year. 


oe Coast Guard will cease operating 
on the distress frequency of 2670 
kilocycles after 1 January. 

After that date, small boat owners will 
have to modify their radios to work on 
the international radio-telephone calling 
and distress frequency of 2182 kilocycles 
if they wish to be able to call Coast Guard 
stations. 

The new frequency was adopted at the 
Atlantic City convention of the Interna- 
tional Telecommunication Union in 1947. 
Since that time, there has been a gradual 
shift to the international cycle. The con- 
version has reached the point where it 
is no longer practical to use the 2670 
frequency, Headquarters said. 


Aids Post Office 


The Coast Guard has agreed to loan 
many of its motor vehicles to the Post 
Office Department during the Christmas 
Season so that Holiday mail and pack- 
ages will be assured a more prompt de- 
livery. 

All Coast Guard units are authorized 
to cooperate with local post offices in the 
loan of vehicles provided such loans will 
not interfere with the Coast Guard mis- 
sion. It is emphasized that no Coast 
Guardsmen are to accompany the ve- 
hicles. 

Small Boat Lights 

The Commandant has ruled that stern 
lights on motorboats under 26 feet long 
may be mounted off the centerline. 

Headquarters has received many in- 
quiries concerning the mountings. It 
was determined that, from a practical 
point of view, installation of stern lights 
on the centerline of certain boats, par- 
ticularly those propelled by outboard 





motors, was quite difficult.

Hamilton Standard, Division of United

Commodity Coordination Groups, a 
new concept in supply cooperation, now 
survey approximately 96 per cent of all 
items cataloged by the four military serv- 
ices. The Groups, chartered under the 
Interservice Supply Support Committee 


ISSC), are responsible for the cross 
ervicing of common items stocked by 
the Armed Forces. 


The Commodity Coordination Group 
oncept was established with the forma- 
tion of the ISSC, which is composed of 
the Supply Managers of the Army, Navy, 
sir Force and Marine Corps. The Issc 
was designed to promote maximum inter- 
service use of available material within 
the Department of Defense. 

Commodity Groups are assigned re- 
sponsibilities for a particular Federal 
supply Classification Group, class or 
grouping of related categories of mate- 
tial. Thirty-six groups have already been 
chartered and are now in operation, The 
frst eleven groups have already effected 
7 million dollars of material transfers 
since September 1956. 

Such transfers may occur, for exam- 
ple, if the Navy needs a certain type of 
fuse for its electronic equipment. Its in- 


Bventory manager will query the other 


three services’ inventory managers of the 
Commodity Coordination Group stocking 
that item. The Air Force may have a 
quantity on hand and the fuses are sup- 
plied to the Navy this way rather than

from new procurement sources. The re- 
sult is supply economy and improved 
inventory management by the military 
forces. 

Each Commodity Coordination Group 
must: 


(1) Determine and identify interserv- 
iceable items and arrange for the sys- 
tematic exchange of related supply man- 
agement information. 


(2) Develop procedures, suited to the 
property classes involved, which will 
create among the military services a con- 
tinuing interservice comparison of assets 
and requirements. 

(3) Maintain constant liaison between 
members. 

(4) Assure that the respective services 
utilize available stocks of interservice- 
able items to the fullest extent practica- 
ble to meet requirements. 

(5) Furnish data, reports and recom- 
mendations to the Interservice Supply 
Support Committee. 

Supply Managers for the four services 
are RAdm. R. J. Arnold, Chief of the 
Navy’s Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
and current chairman of the ISSC; Maj.
